Tazang is the most strongly de¬ 
fended town on the Chinese battle 
line, its capture by the Japanese 
might force the Chinese troops to 
withdraw from the hotly-contest¬ 
ed Chapel sector in order to es¬ 
cape being flanked and surround¬ 
ed from the west.

Frontier. UP \—A comparison of the 
(lay’s military dispatches from 
government and insurgent forces 
revealed tonight that one of the 
greatest land and air battles of 
the Spanish war was fought on 
the Aragon front yesterday—with 
the government on the offensive. 

Twice a fleet of 40 or more gov¬ 
ernment planes swept over the 
battlefields near Zaragoza, insur¬ 
gent stronghold, to meet the in¬ 
surgents' crack fighting squadrons 
of nearly 100 In fast air battles. 

Twice, masses of government 
troops, concentrated southeast of 
Zaragoza, sweept over the no 
man’s land to meet Generalissimo 
Franco’s shock troops holding key 
defenses in the Fuentes Del Ebro 
sector. 

Who won the battle was, as al¬ 
ways in Spain’s war, a matter 
of contradictory statements. The 
government claimed wide advances 
in the northern fighting while in¬ 
surgent dispatches declared the 
government troops "paid dearly 
for small advances on the left 
wing of attack.”

WASHINGTON. (A>) — President 
Roosevelt, ordering a special ses¬ 
sion of congress Nov. 15, instituted 
a campaign today to enact by 
Christmas, if possible, the bulk of 
his legislative program sidetracked 
in the last session. 

Administration officials ex¬ 
pressed hope for swift congres¬ 
sional approval of five measures i 
outlined by the chief executive last 
night in his tenth "fireside chat:” 

1. Drop production control to 
“build an all-weather farm pro¬ 
gram so that in the long run 
prices win lie more stable.” 

, 2. Wage and hour standards 
to “make millions of our lowest- 
paid workers actual buyers of 
billions of dollars of Industrial 
and farm products.” 

3. Regional planning to con¬ 
serve natural resources, prevent 
floods and produce electric 
power for general use. 

4. Government reorganization 
provide "twentieth century 


to 


machinery” to make the “Demo¬ 
cratic process work more effi¬ 
ciently.” 

5. Stronger anti-trust laws in 
furtherance of “a low price 
policy which encourages the wid¬ 
est possible consumption.” 

The proposals foreshadowed bit¬ 
ter and perhaps prolonged con¬ 
troversy. The first four were left¬ 
overs from the session which ended 
in August, but the anti-monopoly 
recommendation was new. 

Mr. Roosevelt characterized the 
program as one which the Amer¬ 
ican people need immediately to 
provide prosperity. 

The kind of prosperity we 
want,” he said, “is the sound and 
permanent kind which is not built 
up temporarily at the expense of 
any section or group.” 

RAISES QUESTION 
The broad program outlined by 
the President immediately raised 
the question of whether congress 
would return more in the mood 
to follow his leadership than it 
was last summer.

BERLIN. (Ah—Germany con¬ 
cluded a non-aggression agree¬ 
ment with Belgium today. The ac¬ 
cord was reached in an exchange 
of notes between German Foreign 
Minister Konstantin Von Neurath 
and Belgian Minister Jacques Da- 
vignon at the Berlin foreign of¬ 
fice. 

The German note said that in¬ 
asmuch as a new agreement re¬ 
placing the Locarno security pact 
might take a long time, the Reich 
wished to define its attitude to¬ 
ward Belgium without delay. 

"Germany is determined under 
no circumstances to infringe on 
the inviolability and integrity of 
Belgium and to respect at all 
times Belgian territory except of 
course if Belgium should co-op¬ 
erate in any warlike operations 
against Germany,” the Reich's 
note elaborated. 

“The German government like 
the British and French is ready 
to assist Belgium should it be at¬ 
tacked or invaded.” 

The Belgian note briefly ex¬ 
pressed the Brussels government's 
“profound satisfaction" and thanks 
for Germany’s assurances. 


ASK CURB ON 
POWERS OF NLRB 

DENVER. (JP) — The American 
Federation of Labor convention de¬ 
cided unanimously today to ask 
congress to curb the powers of the 
National Labor Relations board. 

The decision followed a demand 
by John P. Frey, president of the 
Federation’s Metal Trades depart¬ 
ment, that three of the board’s 
regional directors be removed for 
what he said was partiality to 
John L. Lewis’ CIO. 

It also followed charges from 
half a dozen other A. F. of L. 
leaders that the board had pro¬ 
moted CIO unions at the Fed¬ 
eration’s expense.

these people that have no oppor¬ 
tunity to help themselves or main¬ 
tain themselves through employ¬ 
ment are givn help. 

"There have been many plans 
to solve this economic problem. 
My own personal observation has 
shown me that the manner in 
which some of these plans are 
conducted by their executives in¬ 
dicates that they are rapidly be¬ 
coming a racket. And I think it 
is the duty of our constituted au¬ 
thorities in California to make a 
thorough investigation and elimi¬ 
nate any pension plan or poten¬ 
tial pension plan organization that 
Is collecting money from citizens 
of this state with pension pro¬ 
posals that are illegitimate and 
not honestly conceived and con¬ 
ducted. 

"I believe an investigation of 
this type would develop a set of 
facts that would eliminate col¬ 
lections being taken from people 
who can ill afford to support any 
Illegitimate pension racket.

CONFESSES 

BANGOR, Me. (JP> — Captain 
Frank Foley of the Bangor police 
said today James Dalhover, 
wounded survivor of the G-men’s 
ambush of the dread A1 Brady 
gang, had confessed the band had 
slain three policemen. 

Captain Foley said he heard the 
sulky prisoner, during an all-night 
questioning, admit to feoeral 
agents the gang had killed Rich¬ 
ard Rivers, an Indianapolis police 
sergeant, Paul Minneman, an In¬ 
diana state trooper, and a Free¬ 
port, Ohio, patrolman, George 
Conn. 

Dalhover, his skull creased by a 
bullet, surrendered after a squad 
of federal sleuths shot and killed 
A1 Brady, John Dillingcr "succes¬ 
sor,” and the gang’s youthful 
“trlggerman,” Clarence Lee Shaf¬ 
fer, 21, yesterday in a dramatic 
5-minute gun battle on a Bangor 
street. 

Foley said the captured gunman 
also accused Brady of "knocking 
off” a grocery clerk but said he 
did not know the victim’s name or 
where the slaying occurred. 
G-men, however, have charged the 
gang with the death of Edward 
Lindsay, a Piqua, O., grocery clerk. 

The wounded mobsman claimed, 
Foley said, that the gang did not 
intend to "do anything” in Maine, 

I but merely wanted to replenish an 
arsenal depleted when the trio 
barely escaped G-men at Balti¬ 
more. 

When the Brady gangsters fled 
from an Indiana jail one year ago, 
they had but $12 among them, 
Foley said Dalhover told the fed¬ 
eral agents. For a while, the po¬ 
liceman continued his recital of 
Dalhover’s story, the trio confined 
itself to "small store jobs.” When 
they had accumulated about $1000 
they obtained machine guns and 
went out for the jewelry stores 
and other ’’big jobs,” Foley said.

CALLS NEWS.MEN LAift’ 

"News writing is lazy writing,” 
said Hayes—and several news¬ 
paper men in the audience—Roy 
Pinkerton and Braden Finch of 
The Journal and Clarence Koiles, 
Mason Yould and Frank Cooey 
among them—turned slightly pink 
behind the ears. There was no 
heckling, however. 

Explaining his remark, the tall, 
dark radio announcer, who was 
suffering from a slight cold, stated 
that newspaper men use paren¬ 
thetical expressions to save time 
and trouble, whereas the radioi.ian 
"socks the story on the nose," and 
then explains it simply so his lis¬ 
teners can understand it. 

TOO SENSATIONAL 

Hayes added that the content of 
the stories was often different, too, 
since words and facts that were all 
right for newspaper use sometimes 
were too sensational for the air 
audience.

Denied by Uncle Sam

Don’t bother sending Uncle Sam’s 
bug men any black widow spiders. 
There’s no bounty on the little 
darlings, and the bug men have 
seen plenty, anyway. 

Weary of getting offers of gross 
lots of black widows. Dr. F. C. 
Hishopp, chief of the Divisions 
Studying Insects Affecting Man 
and Animals, of the Department 
of Agriculture, which is a part of 
the government, told the Associ¬ 
ated Press today there is no boun¬ 
ty on them. And there’s no point 
in raising them, either, he added. 
C.YN.MBAL SPIDER 

The black widow is a cannibal, 
which fact holds down the popu¬ 
lation nicely, he pointed out. Peo¬ 
ple can help by aqua.shing egg 
masses, if they find them, thus 
destroying hundreds of the spiders 
before they commence being spi- 
dei's. 

They don’t like houses, either. 
’’Hundreds of specimens have been 
•shipped to us for identification re¬ 
cently,” said Dr. BIshopp, "and 
not one of the spiders found in a 
house and sent to us has been a 
black widow.” 

He poofed politely at the idea 
that black widows are more nu- 
mci'ous now. 

FKARF.D BY MANY 

"There is a question in our 
minds,” he said, "whether the spi¬ 
der has become as common as 
many people believe. That the 
black widow spider is a menace 
and that its bite is serious cannot 
be denied, but widespread public¬ 
ity in the past few years has led 
many people to fear Its bite and 
caused many to wrongly identify 
certain colored spiders as black 
widows.” 


"Sometimes a bite proves fatal,” 
he observed, "but only a few 
deaths have been traced to the 
bite as the sole cause.” 

Like a peevish dog, the black 
widow snaps at moving objects, 
although it is not ordinarily ag¬ 
gressive. Several cases of bites 
have been reported from grape 
vineyards In this state where the 
spiders were attracted by moving 
hands picking bunches of grapes.

It’s known as the Stanford ax,< 
but in reality the most famed 
trophy of footbaU In California Is 
the joint possession of Stanford 
and the University of California, 
and its possession depends on 
which wins from the other in foot¬ 
ball each year. 

Back in 1896, Stanford invented 
the famous college yell, “Give ’em 
the ax.’’ To lend color to the yell, 
the school obtained a large ax, 
parading it In front of the Cali¬ 
fornia rooters’ stand in 1899. 

After the game, California seized 
the ax, and despite many attempts 
to recover it. retained it for many 
years. It was kept In a vault, and 
brought out only once a year. 

In 1930 the ax was being re¬ 
turned to a San Francisco vault in 
an armored car. As he stepped 
from the car, a group of Stanford 
men grabbed the ax and took it j 
back to “the farm,” as Stanford I 
often is called. 

Stanford kept it as sole property 
until 1934, when it was agreed to 
put it up as an annual trophy to 
be won in the football games. i

I 
saw the harnessing of the turbu¬ 
lent Missouri, muddy with the top 
soil of many states. And I saw 
barges on new channels carrying 
produce and freight athwart the 
nation. 

Let me give you two simple 
illustrations of why government 
projects of this type have a na¬ 
tional importance for the whole 
country. 

RESTORE LANDS 

In the Boise valley in Idaho I 
saw a district which had been re¬ 
cently irrigated to enormous fer¬ 
tility so that a family can now 
make a pretty good living from 
40 acres of its land. Many of 
the families, who are making good 
in that valley today, moved there 
from a thousand miles away. They 
came from the dust strip that runs 
through the middle of the nation 
all the way from the Canadian 
border to "Mexico—a strip which 
includes large portions of ten 
states. 

That valley in Western Idaho, 
therefore, assumes at once a na¬ 
tional importance as a second 
chance for willing farmers. And, 
year by year, we propose to add 
more valleys to take care of thou¬ 
sands of other families who need 
the same kind of second chance 
in new green pastures. 

FURNISH MATERIALS 

The other illustration was at 
the Grand Coulee Dam in the 
State of Washington. The engi¬ 
neer in charge told me that al¬ 
most half of the whole cost of 
that dam to date had been spent 
for materials that were manu¬ 
factured east of the Mississippi, 
to thousands of industrial workers 
in the eastern third of the nation, 
2000 miles away. 

All of this work needs a more 
bu.sinesslike system of planning 
and greater foresight than we use 
today. 

That is why I recommended to 
the last session of the congress 
the creation of seven planning 
regions, in which local people will 
originate and co-ordinate recom¬ 
mendations as to work of this 
kind to be done in their particular 
The congress will, of

help of the government. Land 
use, on the other hand, is a policy 
of providing each farmer with the 
best quality and type of land we 
have, or can make available, for 
his part in that total production. 
Adding good new land for diversi¬ 
fied crops is offset by abandoning 
poor land now uneconomically 
farmed. 

CROP PRICES 

The total amount of production 
largely determines the price of 
the crop, and, therefore, the dif¬ 
ference between comfort and mis¬ 
ery for the farmer. 

If we were foolish enough to 
run every shoe factory twenty- 
four hours a day, seven days a 
week, we would soon have more 
shoes than the nation could pos¬ 
sibly buy—a surplus of shoes that 
would have to be destroyed, or 
given away, or sold at prices far 
below the cost of production. That 
simple law of supply and demand 
equally affects the price of all our 
major crops. 

You and I have heard big manu¬ 
facturers talk about control of 
production by the farmer as an 
indefensible “economy of scarcity."

Farm Plan, Labor to 
Come Before Session 

■WASHINGTON. (A>)—Here is the 
text of President Roosevelt's radio 
address to the nation last night: 

This afternoon I have issued a 
proclamation calling a special ses¬ 
sion of the congress to convene 
on Monday, Nov. 1.5, 1937. 

I do this in order to give to the 
congress an opportunity to con¬ 
sider important legislation before 
the regular session in January and 
to enable the congress to avoid a 
lengthy session next year, extend¬ 
ing throughout the summer. 

I know that many enemies of 
democracy will say that it is bad 
business, bad for the tranquillity 
of the country, to have a speciai 
session—even one beginning only 
six weeks before the regular ses¬ 
sion. 

NO SY.Ml’ATHY 

But I have never had any sym¬ 
pathy with the point of view- that 
a session of the congress is an un¬ 
fortunate intrusion of what they 
call “politics” into our national 
affairs. Those who do not like 
democracy want to keep legislators 
at home. But the congress is an 
essential instrument of democratic 
government and democratic gov¬ 
ernment can never be con.sidered 
an intruder into the affairs of a 
democratic nation. 

I .shall ask this special ses.sion 
to consider immediately certain 
important legislation which my re¬ 
cent trip through the nation con¬ 
vinces me the American people im- 
medi.Ttcly need. This docs not 
mean that other legislation, to 
which I am not referring tonight, 
is not important for our national 
well-being. But other legislation 
can be more readily discussed at

most permanent market it has 
ever had. It needs the reduction 
of trade barriers to improve its 
foreign markets, but it should not 
overlook the chance to reduce the 
domestic trade barrier right here 
—right away—without waiting for 
any treaty. 

A few more dollars a week in 
wages, a better distribution of jobs 
with a shorter working day will 
almost overnight make millions of 
our lowest-paid workers actual 
buyers of billions of dollars of in¬ 
dustrial and farm products. ’That 
increased volume of sales ought

The average 
businessman knows that a high 
cost of living is a great deterrent 
to business and that business pros¬ 
perity depends much upon a low 
price policy which encourages the 
widest possible consumption. 
ECONOMIST QUOTED 

A one of the country’s leading 
economists recently said, ‘"The 
continuance of business recovery 
in the United States depends far 
more upon business policies than 
it does on anything that may be 
done, or not done, in Washington. 

Our competitive system is not 
altogether competitive. Anybody 
who buys any large quantity of 
manufactured goods knows this, 
whether it be the government or 
an individual buyer. We have 
anti-trust laws, to be sure, but 
they have not been adequate to 
check the growth of many monop¬ 
olies. Whether or not they might 
have been adequate originally, in¬ 
terpretation by the courts and the 
difficulties and delays of legal 
procedure have jiow definitely lim¬ 
ited their effectiveness. 
ANTI-TRUST LAWS 

We are already studying how 
to strengthen our anti-trust laws 
in order to end monopoly—not to 
hurt but to free legitimate busi¬ 
ness. 

I have touched briefly on these 
important subjects, which, taken 
together, make a program for the 
Immediate future. To attain it, 
legislation is necessary. 

As we plan today for the ere- ' 
ation of ever higher standards of 
living for the people of the United 
States, we are aware that our 
plans may be most seriously af¬ 
fected by events in the world out¬ 
side our borders. 

By a series of trade agree¬ 
ments, we have been attempting 
to re-create the trade of the 
world which plays so Important a 
part in our domestic prosperity; 
but we know that if the world 
outside our borders falls into the 
chaos of war, world trade will be 
completely disrupted. 

SEEK PEACE

Of course, speaking seriously, 
what you and I want is such 
governmental rules of the game 
that labor, agriculture and indus¬ 
try will produce a balanced abund¬ 
ance without waste.

For most of the country this 
has been a good year—better in 
dollars and cents than for many 
years far better in the sotmd- 
ne.ss of its pro.sperity. And ev¬ 
erywhere I went, I found partiem- 
lar optimism about the good effect 
on business which is expected from 
the steady spending by farmers 
of the largest farm income in 
many years.

$30.76 to $33.03 

New state laws made relief 
bigger and better during Septem¬ 
ber, with the average old-age se¬ 
curity check jumping from $30,76 
in August to $33.03 in September. 

These figures were given the 
board of supervisors today by Wel¬ 
fare Director Jack W. Snow. 

The number of checks increased 
from 1682 to 1811 from August 
to September, he .said, with a net 
increase in the total agency case 
load of 319 during September, all 
due to new old age security appli¬ 
cations now being investigated. 
Responsibility of children remains 
unchanged under the new law. 
Snow told the board, and those 
financially able to do .so must 
a.s.sume full or partial support of 
their parents. 

A decrease of two in the num¬ 
ber of blind persons getting state 
aid, and a decrea.se of 19 in the 
indigent list were reported by 
Snow. Orphan aid ca.ses remained 
at 204, providing state aid for 486 
children. 

Administrative costs .showed a 
drop, .Snow .said, from $2.20 per 
case in August to $1.91 in Septem¬ 
ber. This decreased the per¬ 
centage of funds used for adminis- i 
tration from 9.4 per cent in' 
August to 7.3 per cent in; 
September.

told deputy sheriffs how a chance 
meeting with Schenck in Pasa¬ 
dena nine weeks ago led to two 
furious months of crime in the 
north. 

By late September she had be¬ 
come San Jose’s Lady Raffles, a 
one-woman bandit wave, .she .said. 

Then she was captured, after 
Schenck himself had been appre¬ 
hended and had revealed his ac¬ 
complice’s name. The spell was 
broken, Barbara Hadley said, and 
the "strange influence” which 
made her steal a policeman’s gun 
to further her hold-up career was 
shattered. 

Barbara Hadley, who once lived 
at 358 Lincoln avenue, Pa-sadena, 
related; 

“Elmer wanted me to accom¬ 
pany him to Fresno. For some 
reason I went. Once there, he 
asked me to steal a pistol belong¬ 
ing to a cop—a relative of his. I 
did that, too. Then we went to 
San Francisco, and when Elmer 
told me to hold up a woman, I 
obeyed.” 

But that bit of banditry was 
foiled. 

SCHENCK CAPTURED 

At San Jose their luck began 
better. Five hold-ups were .suc¬ 
cessful, Barbara Hadley said. The 
sixth ended their "good fortune.” 
The victim saw her face and then 
escaped. When Schenck shouted, 
"Shoot that man!” the girl re¬ 
fused, she said. 


Soon afterwards Schenck was 
captured on a lonely ranch near 
the city. 

Today Barbara Hadley is a 
prisoner. And the 17-year-old girl 
awaits the ruling of juvenile au- 
thoritie.s, for she violated their 
probation confidence. Once, she 
concluded, she held pretty high 
hopes. Her husband sent her to 
New York—with $17 a week—to 
seek stage fame. Discouraged, she 
came back to Los Angeles. 

Now she’s in jail.

Our authority for this statement is John Dron of 
Ojai, an experienced California civil engineer, who has had 
much experience in water development. His explanation 
is simple and convincing. It is this: 

Along nearly all mountain water courses a heavy 
draft on the flow of the stream comes from the alders, 
willows, cottonwoods, sycamores and other trees whose 
roots reach the moist gravels. Right now these trees are 
beginning to drop their leaves, and hence to require much 
less water. A good sized tree, says Dron, will have as 
much as an acre of leaf area, and every square inch of this 
surface is steadily giving off microscopic amounts of good 
old H20. In the aggregate the total is enormous. 

Another reason why our creeks rise just at this time is 
that the nights are longer and the days shorter, with a 
decrease in the amount of evaporation taking place. (W. C. 
Jerome just happened to mention this point in conversa¬ 
tion.) 

So, when this process begins to taper off, and finally 
ceases, there is much more water available to flow down 
the stream bed. Hence the stream rises—before the first 
rains fall. And so the old-timers’ story is pretty much 
true after all.
